The first round of the struggle un- 
dertaken by the Grande Prairie board 
of trade to secure @ coast outlet for 
the produce of the Peace River coun- 
try has come to a close without secur- 
ing @ favorable verdict. The solution 
to the present difficulty advocated by 
this body ts the construction of a spur 
or branch of the Canadian National 
Rallway due north from the main 
line a distance of leas than two hune 
dred miles to Grande Prairie, thus 
traversing and opening up the famous 
Dr. Hoppe anthracite coal fields of the 
upper Smoky en route. These coal de- 
posits are now reserved by the Feder- 
al government. 

The most ecathing arraignment of 
the National railway system that has 
ever been made public is possibly that 
which has recently been running in 
Toronto Saturday Night. If there is 
one feature of the situation that is 
thereby more forcibly brought home 
than another, it is the necessity of 
providing profitable north and south 
feeders to that system. It is such a 
feeder that would divert the whole 
production of the Peace River country 
to the National lines rather than as at 
present tothe C.P.P. lt is a feeder that 
would open up for development tn the 
National interest the most valuable 
anthracite coal deposits in Canada, or 
| possibly in America. 
| The government has taken the stand 
thet the country to be traversed by the 
proposed railway extension is “moun- 
tainous and semi-mountainous’” and 
that consequently construction and 
operating costs would be higher than 
the traffic would warrant. The board 
of trade is now coming back with the 
following quotation from the only sure 
vey which the government has ever 
made of the territory to be traversed. 
It ts taken from the Domingon govern- 
ment geological survey. The particue 
‘lar report in question wes made by 
John McVicar as a result of a survey 
of the coal reserves mentioned, 

“The ereat resources ip coal of thie 
and the adjoining regions can be made 
available onty by the construction of 
a rallway and therefore while the field 
work wae in progress attention was 
|given to the character of the topo- 
\eraphy that might effect the selection 
| of a railway route. It was found that 
ithe country did not present great ob- 
stacies to railway building and that 
probably a satisfactory route could be 
weelected roughly slong the follows 
line: Leaving the Canadian Nation 
railway at Solomon Oreek (Brule 
Lake) then followe detailed statistics 
of the various poestvie routes which 
epace prohibits repeating here. His 
eumming up, however, is significant, 
he stays: ‘The steepest grgte of the 
route traversed would no? exceed 3% 
and with development this might be 
lowered. Excepting a short Gistance 
on uskeg river this route would give 
earth work all the way. The stream 
cross! on this line would reduce the 
cost of bridging to a minimum end 
with the exception of a few tresties 

over ravines near the mouth of the 
Muskeg river no high bridges are ne- 
| coasary.”

i A sidelight is thrown upon 
Social conditions and tendencies 
in Canada by the report of the 
Superintendent of Dominion peni- 
‘tentiaries for the year ending 
March, 1921, which has been re- 
cently published. There were at 
the end of that year 2,150 men 


and women behind the bars in| 


these Federal prisons, compared 
with 1,931 at the commencement, 
and the average daily population 
was 2,058. For the preceding 
year the daily average was 1,832, 
and for the year before that 1,530. 
In two years the average daily 
population thus gained more than 
500, or more than 33 1-3 per cent: 
a rate that can certainly not be 
called negligible. 

Incidentally, the cost of feed- 
ing, housing and guarding the un- 
willing guests of the nation went 
up in almost the same proportion. 
In 1919 it cost the taxpayers of 
the country $1.61 per day to ac- 
commodate each of the star board- 
ers; and in 1920 the cost reached 
$2.00 per day per head. . 

As bearing on the frequent 
claim that our foreign born resi- 
dents provide a larger number o

Uke institution; practically all of 
them were young men between the 
ages of 17 and 26 years. Moat of 
them acknowledged lack of proper 
home training, to having spent 
their evenings at moving picture 
shows, or on the etreet, to the car- 
tying of revolvers, petty thieving, 
and joy-riding in stolen motor-cars. 
A number had been sent to the 
penitentiary for having escaped 
from reformatories; one had es- 
caped on five occasions. Nearly all 
ot them were good looking, bright, 
inteldgent boys, who had never 
teen taught to take anything seri- 
ously; who had no respect for law 
and order and little regard for in- 
etitutional rule or regulation.”

He 
never has paid rent or interest to wife 
in the 27 years he has used her pro- 
perty, and seldom gives any money to 
her for her support. He claims he will 
have a share of the land she haa in 
her name, which came to her at the 
death of her parents before marriage. 
Can he do this? 


If the land of the wife is registered | 


in her name the husband cannot mort- 
gage or dispose of it without her 
knowledge unless she has given him 2 
power of attorney to deal with the 
land. The fact of her going to the 
United States for a time will not af- 
fect her title.
